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DETAILED ACTION 

The preliminary amendment filed 1/13/05 with the application is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-14 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-6, drawn to a method of producing a protein degradation product. 
Group II, claim(s) 7-14, drawn to a method of measuring a glycated protein. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: They are not unified 
by a unifying inventive feature. 

Group I requires contacting a protein with a protease and a sulfonic acid compound; 
Group II requires contacting a glycated protein with a protease, a fructosyl amino acid 
oxidase, and a sulfonic acid compound, then measuring a redox reaction. Group I does 
not require the oxidase or the measurement step; furthermore, the protein of Group II is 
necessarily glycated, while the protein in Group I has no such requirement. 

Unity of invention has to be considered in the first place only in relation to the 
independent claims in an international application and not the dependent claims. By 
"dependent" claim is meant a claim which contains all the features of one or more other 
claims and contains a reference, preferably at the beginning, to the other claim or 
claims and then states the additional features claimed (PCT Rule 6.4). 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 

invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 

linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
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The species are as follows: 

Sulfonic acid compounds: Numerous, as in claims 3 and 9. 
Nitro compounds: Numerous, as in claims 4 and 10.
